Society Continues Battle 
for Accommodations for 
Long Fellows

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Oct, 
‘Things are coming to a sorry pass for 
tall men, Benjamin Ostling, of Mar- 
shfield, Ore., president of the ‘Tall 
Men's Association of America, indicat- 
ed on a visit here, 

The tall man suffers one agony 
after another, in Ostling's opinion, 
and the more he has to travel the 
more h troubles mount, For in- 
stance, take the Pullman berths, the 
standard size hotel bed and the reg- 
ulation bath tub 

Ostling is a crusader for the man 
who towers into the atmosphere six 
feet or more, and he firmly believes 
that the Tall Men's association will 


accomplish something worth while in| 


the way of added comforts, 

The organization, formed in 1925 
has nearly 1,000 members, most of 
them from the west caost, but Ost- 
ling predicts a steady increase dur- 
ing the next few years, Before one 
is taken Into this select group, he 
must prove his eligibility, which can 
easily be done with a yardstick. The 
only requisite {s that he must be at 
least six feet tall, 

Can't Take Bath In Common Tub 

“Tall men have to comb their hair, 
Aix their neckties and do other fin- 
ishing touches to their dressing on 
the instalment plan basis if the fur- 
nishing In his room are of the stand- 
ard size,” said Ostling. “Just try to 
imagine me taking a bath in the 
standard size tub, It just cammot be 
done. When a tall man sits at a 
regular sized’ table, all the pleasure 
of dining 1s gone because of the gym- 
nastics he has to perform to keep his 
legs from bumping those of the table 

“The worst suffers are, of course 
tall men who are compelled to stay 
days and sometines months {tn hos- 
pitals. The regulation hospital bed is 
not too large for the man of average 
height, Can you imagine a tall man 
comfortable tn them? 

Hotels Provide Special Accomodations 

“The time has come when institn- 
tions catering to Rueate must take In- 
to consideration the tall man's plight 
rae make provisions for their com- 
ort 

“Several hotels in the larger cities 
have proivded special accommoda- 
tion for their tall guests, Many hos- 
pitals on the western coast have at 


least a dozen beds in each building | 


for their tall patients and one hospital 
has even a special operating table for 
tall men, 


Ostling said there are at least 2, 


million six-footers in the country.

Are Hauled in to Give 
Whitefish a Better 
Chance 


No less than 145,000 pounds of 
suckers were taken out of Lac Bte, 
Anne during this summer season 
‘There ts no winter fishing in this lake, 
These suckers wwre all given away & 
settlers or Indians living 1n the vicin- 
ity of the Jake. In addition 60,800 
pounds of pickerel, 5,440 pounds of 
pike, and 22,800 pounds of whitefish 
were taken, 

Some objection was’ raised by the 
summer residents of Alberta Beach at 
what they considered was the whole- 
sale capture of the pickerel and pike 
as the summer visitors like to have th 
sport of catching them from thelr 
boats, 

“In order to safeguard the white- 
fish in the lake,” says R. T, Rodd, the 
| Dominion Fisheries superintendent, “it 
was found necessary to clear out the 
suckers and some of the pike and 
pickerel, It was found that the white- 
fish were decreasing by reason of the 
depredations of these other fish 
Therefore in,order to meet the situa- 
tlon permission was given to the lake 
fishermen to decrease the size of the 
nets used to a 4% In, nesh, and they 
were allowed to fish in certain por- 
‘tions of the lake for the purpose of 
clearing out the coarse fish.” 

The suckers and pickere! are smok 
ed by the settlers and are gald to 
make good cating when thus cured,

He tries to prevent being “caught” be- 
cause he s learned that this is 
quite unpleasant, otherwise his train- 
ing is as incomplete as it was before 
his mother made this momentous de- 
cision. 

Habits are long in the making. They 
are imprinted deeper by each repeti- 
tion. They must be unmade in the 
same way. Constant repetition of 
the new habit, accompanied by as 
pleasant and satisfying a sensation as 
was the repetition of the o!d habit. 
When we spank a child in an effort to 
unmake his old habit we are making 
the formation of a new one distasteful, 
so that no amount of repetition ts 
going to be effective until we learn to 
apply that cardina) factor, Make it 
pleasant for baby to be clean and dry 
while constantly trotting him to the 
toilet, and he'll outgrow his old habits.

Here is another good exercise for) 
making the bust firmer and remov-| 
ing flabbiness under the arms: Place 
right hand on hip and incline the 
trunk slightly to that side. Extend left 
arm and swing it forward across the 
chest and right shoulder. Swing it to | 
the left side and then back of the| 
body, bending elbow and reaching as | 
far over to the right as possible. Re- 
peat the exercise with each arm ten 
times. 

The woman who apeltematically 
makes herself go through a series of 
xereises each morning Is far less 
troubled with flabby muscles of any 
kind than is her sister who prefers a 
few extra winks of sleep. ‘The simple | 
exercise of holding the arms out full 
length straight forward, palms down, | 
inhaling deeply and then jerking arms | 
back quickly by bending at elbows and 
exhaling quickly will also help in-| 
crease the strength of the chest 
muscles. 

All of these exercises designed for 
developing the bust will be most bene- | 
ficial if followed by alternate hot and 
cold spongings for five minutes with 
@ final rinse in tepid water. Dry with | 
a soft towel and dust with talcum | 
powder. Bathe in toilet alcohol every | 
other night. Half a teaspoonful of | 
powdered alum may be added to the 
water to act as an astringent when 
using the hot and cold pack. Add the 
alum to the last water. In any of these 
exercises, keep in mind that the bust | 
is a delicate organ and not merely a} 
muscle, Rough manipulation, as in 
deep massage, is injurious. 

In correcting a flabby bust another 
most important consideration is pos- 
ture, Do you walk down the street with | 
head up, shoulders back, chest ex-| 
panded, or do you slouch forward?

Fashioned Sister in Just About Every Way 
Possible, but She Is ay Well Fitted to the 


- Age Which Produced Her, Declares Dorothy Dix | 


A correspondent asks: “How does the modern girl differ from the girl 
of the past?” 

Well the modern girl differs from the girl of the past as a chignon differs 
differs from bobbed hair, as a knee-length 
scanty differs from a hoop skirt, as holding 
on to Mamma’s hand differs from telling 
Mother where she gets off. 


Underneath, of course, there is 
still the same female girl person, but 
that is about all of her resemblance to 
the maiden of yesteryear, The modern 
girl no more thinks and acts like the 
girl of the past, or has the same ideals 
and aspirations than she dresses like 
her,

Monday by Premier Ander-| 
son in regard to the power 
policy of the co-operative 
| government. 

“The new government of 
Saskatchewan” stated the} 
premier, ‘intends to adhere to 
the principle of public owner- 
ship. In the matter, of power } 
it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to recognize and ‘fos- 
ter this principle. 

To Enlarge Powers 

"The power commission which now 
controls plants at Saskatoon, Wyn- 
yard, Wadena, Elfros, Rosthern, Shell- 
brook, Humboldt and a few othe: 
places, will have its powers enlarged 
and amplified with the fullest endor- 
sation and support of the government 

“The private companies now control 
| power in the majority of the larger 

towns and villages in the province 
is the intention of the government to} 
discourage the further extension by 
private companies of high power 
transmission lines, All such lines will 
in future be built by the power com- 
mission 

“Negotiations will at once be enter- 
| ed upon with the private power com- | 
paifies with a view to bringing all 
their holdings under a comprehensive | 
provincial scheme of public owner- 
ship.” 

In authorizing this, the most impor- 
fant announcement yet made by the 
government, to the Edmonton Bulle- 
tin, Premier Anderson stressed the 
difficult situation which the new gov: |

ernment have found upon entering 
office owing to the ‘stupendous, | 
blundering and hypocritical attitude 
of the Gardiner government on th 
question of power.’ 
Commission Powerless | 
“The situation that confronted u 


upon assuming office,” said Premier 
Anderson, “wase that our provincial 
power commission was practically | 
powerless so far as extension of its | 
operations was concerned. 

“The Gardiner government which 
had appointed the power commission, 
had apparently no definite power 
policy and had permitted private 
power cqmpanies to enlarge thelr op- 
crations | 

“The private power companies had | 
already secured the cream of the 
power business outside of the large | 
cities of Regina, Saskatoon and Moose | 
Jaw. The companies had bullt over 
one thousand miles of high power 

| transmission lines with the definite 
signed permission of the Gardiner | 
government, |

Rhodes Scholarship 
Soon To Be Awarded 
For This Province 


It has just been announcea that the 
selection of a Rhodes Scholar to rep- 
resent the Province of Alberta for 
the year 1930 will take place short- 
ly. ‘To be eligible, a candidate must 
be a British subject with at teast five 
years’ domicile in Canada and un- 
married, in addition to which he must 
either have his ordinary private resl- 
dence in Alberta or have recqived at 
least two years of his college educa- 
tion in Alberta before applying.
